A contest brought 
on by Mrs. Eleanor Loekhart Flower 
to recover her share of the estate 
would compel the executors to make 
public its exact amount. Of all things 
this is what the founder of the wealth 
dreaded. 


Dread Publicity. 


A clause in his will relates specifi- 


cally to this fact. 
In it he specified 


that no public accounting, should be 
made. This was done, it. is said, to 
screen the corporations with which 
he was connected. . As he was one of 
the founders 
of 
the Standard Oil 


company and as .there are numerous j 
oil investors in this city wl;o would ' 
gladly go on the stand to expose some 
of the corporation's methods, it looks 
as If Mrs. Flower has the upper hand* 


It is said that the securities, held by 


the executors of the Lockhart estate 
would .make a great noise if exposed 
in court, and would probably result 
in the enactment of restrictive legis- 
lation on the 
big 
oil 
corporation.

It is' reported" that" the 'i-'ST execu- 


tors, sons of Mr. Lockhart, are famil- 
iar with these things, and are ex- 
ceedingly willing to give their sister 
her share, about $30,000,000 in all. It 
is intimated that pna o£ the heirs is 
opposed to a division. The person 
who is alleged to, be fighting .a settle- 
ment outside of the courts is in the 
poorest circumstances, while those in 
better circumstances fear publicity. 


The first step in the proceedings to 


contest the will, it is said, would be 
the appointing of a guardian for the 
children of Mrs. Flower, this arrange- 
ment to continue, only for the period 
of litigation. 
According to the provi- 


sions of Mr. Lockhart's will, which 
stipulate that the sum from which 
Mrs. Flower shall benefit during her 
lifetime shall return to the estate at 
her death, the children of Mr. Flower 
will not share in the • estate at, all, 
while the children of the other heirs 
of the dead millionaire'will bjenefit 
in it. 


Clever Evasion of Will. 


This course of procedure, it is said,

"Philadelphia time" at every crossing 
of the Hudson and of losing 12 min- 
utes when journeying eastward into 
"Boston time," says the New York 
World, knew to wliom they 
mainly 


owed their deliverance until the death 
recently of Prof. Charles F. Dowd, ot 
Saratoga, the author of the "standard 
time" system. 


Dr. Dowd was a teacher. He made 


no fortune by his great 'service, bur, 
remained one of humanity's unknown 
benefactors. 
Before his work 
there 


•.vere hundreds of time standards. 
Scarcely two railroads used the same. 
Now there are four—eastern, central, 
mountain and Pacific—and as each is 
just an "hour from the next a traveler 
can reckon -time anywhere, even with- 
out resetting his watch. 


The earth's circumference of SCO de- 


grees is divided into 24 time belts of 
15 degrees each, corresponding to the 
hours. 
Those are disregarded at sea. 


But in Europe standard time is gen- 
erally used except in Franco, which

, "Paris time." Only Italy has gone so 


far as to print the afternoon hours 
upon its railway time tables-as "IS 
o'clock" and so on up to "M o'clock" 
at midnight.

Few troubles are more common than 


that in which the .veins of the lower 
limbs 
become 
relaxed and swollen, 


sometimes even bursting. 
A person 


who has just passed what is. strictly 
ispeaking, middle life, or one who has 
had severe strain brought to bear upon 
strength, -which is still young, observes 
that c-ne of the blood vessels in his leg 
has become prominent and shows itself 
under tlie s-kin of an unnatural 
size. 


1'here is, perhaps, no pain as yet, or'any 
other inconvenience, but it is not a de- 
sirable symptom to have even one vessel 
appear in this way. By and by, other 
veftis enlarge in a. similar fashion, arid 
even what looks like a confused knot 
•cf veins appears,,particularly just un- 
der th.e knee on the inner side. 
Here 


they soon assume a threatening sice. 


This continues with both the limbs in 


many cases, in which no breaking ot 
the skin occurs, but the swollen veins 
themselves' become very painful, caus- 
ing groat distress, 
fn other cases, how- 


ever, the swelling occurs farther do-wn 
Uu> limb, and ere long the vessels burst, 
and the blood comes through the skin, 
creating a seriously tro-ublesome sore. 
Other veins are soon involved, and the 
suffering becomes dreaciful. while the 
appearance of the wound is of a truly 
alarming character. 


How is all this explained? We must 


first understand to some extent the na- 
ture of the vessels which fail to perform 
their duty hi this fashion. 
The arteries 


are those tubes through which the fresh 
Wood passes down the limbs and into 
smaller and smaller vessels, giving oil' 
its nourishing qualities to the tissues 
as it finds its way through them. At 
tho same time the blood gives off this 
no-urishmcut it receives into its stream 
particles of substances that have ceased 
to be iife sustaining, and need to be 
eliminated; When the upbuilding work 
of tho arteries has been completed, the 
small vessels iat'o which they How be- 
gin to enlarge and become veins, that is, 
trie vessels that are employed chielly in 
carrying the impregnated blood back to 
the lungs to be refitted for'the-part as- 
signed it. 


In other words, tho pure blood is 


Dumped by the heart through the ar- 
teries; docs scavenger work as it trav- 
els on its course, and returns by the 
veins, to' be purified by the Umgs (hence 
the value of deep breathing of swest, 
i'rssa air),.before again startiE^ on its 
•endless-chain circuit. .• It is when, some- 
how, ths stream which is forcibly sent 
down in the arteries fails to rise with 
equal rapidity in the veins, that the 
latter swell and become so engorged at 
length as often to burst. 
The blood 


fails to return, however, chiefly because 
the tension of the veins is lessened. In- 
stead of tight and 
powerful 
elastic 


tubes, they become weak and easily dis- 
tended. 
It is the cause of this that we 


wish to 'particularly, investigate. 
It is 


found that the person in whose case the 
evil occurs is compelled to assume a 
standing position for long periods at a 
time. . The power of the veins is much 
more severely tested when the blood 
las to bo carried upward than when, in 
a reclining posture, it has only to pass 
along a level. 
These veins become fa- 


tigued, that is, they/lose their con- 
tractile energy and are dilated, so that 
the stream of biood stagnates as a whole, 
and lodges in those parts of the veins 
trial give way most easily. 


Tho strong action of the heart and ar- 


teries -erces the stream down, when the 
veins fail to carry it upward, and itsoon 
appears in the swollen veins which lie 
nearest the siu;face. 


So far the case seems easily intelligible 


to any ordinary .mind'that cares to con- 
sider it at all. But there is another fea- 
ture in the explanation which is of gre-.U 
importance. 
The tension of the veins 


depends upon the nervous energy with 
which they are supplied by the entire 
system.

importance cf this becomes obvious. Tho 
mere fact of continuing in an upright 
posture docs not account for the cnlarg- 
ingoCtheveins. If thesupply of nervous 
energy was generally sufficient noneof the 
blood vessels would swell as the result 
ol' that position, for so long as the 
nervous energy is adequate the veins 
show no tendency to relax. 
The blood 


is made to rise with as much apparent 
ease as it goes down the limbs, until 
there comes from, the nerve centers & 
lessened amount of this same energy. 
The fountain of life, at least that sup- j jj,™ di'fferen;. times daily, ~:t 
plying the limb in which this trouble 
occurs, is sending forth less than is 
needed for the purpose of circulation 
in order to mr.inuin 
perfect health. ! 


The weary veins sho\v this by failing to 
send the stream of blood onward. 


.Now, it is clear that there are several 


ways in which these veins may bo treat- 
ed when they fail in this fashion. One of 
tire worst, things whjclvcan be done is 
that course very commonly adopted,that 
is. using what is called an "elastic band." 
This is a most expensive thing for those 
affected, who are often1 far from rich, 
and it is worse than useless. 
U is a 


mere forcing of the swollen veins from 
the surface, by outward pressure, while 
nothing is done to lighten their work or 
to increase their ability to do that work. 
An clastic band worn just above the 
knee is a vastly better remedy. A piece 
of rubber webbing, such as is used for 
strongshoegussets by. bootmakers, about 
six inches broad'and .three-eighths of a 
yard isng, makes a very good appliance 
for this purpose. It. cos 1.5 but a trille, 
and is-,.easily.. made by one who can 
Btitch the two ends together. . See that 
it Is neither|too wide nor too narrovr on 
•the limb. 
In this way it lightens the 


work of the weak 
and overstrained 


veins. 
A case is noted of a man with 


varicose veins, swollen almost to burst- 
,ing, in both legs, and most painful, who 
put on such bandages and continued dig- 
ging and working with perfect ease, 
•while the veiis sensibly contracted with 
no other'treatment than this. 


But it is not wise to confine, remedial 


measures in [such cases to the use -of 
band-ages. 
Rest is, in, some instances, 


absolutely necessary.

I have known of very good results in 


cases of varicose veins from the use of 
ceil salts or tissue elements, but it is 
wise to have them selected for each case 
by sofce one who understands their use, 
as the best results are secured in thp.t 
way, although these are natural

harmless home remedies, 
. I sincerely hope that this lecture may 
reach many poor sufferers from this dis- 
ease. 
They may, perhaps, suggest to 


some the benevolence of giving, when it 
is within their power, the mcar.softhc 
rest needed by these so afflicted. This 
can .be done in rnany ways.

HOUSES IN ONE SOLID PIECE. 


Hovel Plan of Constructing Them of 


Concrete Is Tried in MSW 


York City, 


A novel plan of house building has 


made its appearance in some of tho 
suburbs, says the New York World. 
The usual way has been to build a 
house out of stone, brick or wood, ill 
pieces which are mortared or nailed 
and' can'be sectionally taken 
apart. 


Under the new plan a houso is all one 
piece and after a i'c\v years' exposure 
the walls are like solid 
rock. 
The 


material used in concrete. 


Every one has seen the 
way 
in 


\.'hich the workmen'on the subway 
mixed their concrete to make the lin- 
ing and filling for tho tunnel. In' tho 
now method of building l^ous-; walls 
the concrete is mixed in much like 
manner and poured into a mold. Be- 
ginning with the foundation the mold 
is raised foot by fcot as the concrete 
is poured in and hardens, until, when 
the roof is reached, the whole wall is 
a solid mass. 
Holes are left for the 


doors and windows daring the con- 
struction. 


This "system is cheaper than stone 


or brick and at the present price o f j 
lumber and shingles, than wood, un-| 
less the wooden house is flimsiiy con-j 
structed. 
Us advantage is also i n j 


permanency .in painting and repairs. 


The concrete of which the walls are 


built is more cheaply mixed than the 
concrete used for subway ..work, where! 
there has to bo a constant jar and. 
more tensile strength required. 
The j 


proportions on subway work and sand. 
On house work one part of cement to 
seven or eight parts of 
gravel 
or 


crushed stone insures a strong wall, 
if properly made and set, and 
if 
a 


.coating of best quality Portland ce- 
ment is washed over the outside. 


Where gravel, small 
stones 
and 


sand are readily accessible and cheap- 
ly to be had, as they are in almost 
all. of New York's suburbs, the main 
expense of a, concrete house is for the 
cement. This can be lessened by us- 
ing, the cheaper grades of K.osendale 
cement'for tho main walls and using 
the more expensive Portland cement 
only as a wash. 


If'Plenty of suitable 
stones •• hafe 


been found in digging the cellar they 
may be used for the foundation, or the; 
concrete construction may begin from j 
the foundation trench 
and continue 


solidly to the roof. 


The molds are either wood or metal.' 


with a hollow core. 'The object of the 
core is to save material without loss 
of 'strength and to provide for an air 
circulation within the wall. ' Hollow 
concrete walls are cooler in the sum- 
mer and warmer in tho winter than a 
solid stone or brick wall. 


Walls-made in this .manner may be 


tinted any color both inside and out 
by coloring the Portland cement wash. 
The color then cannot wear off, as it 
is part of the wall. Floor beams are 
set in the concrete as in a brick or 
stone wal.l now., 
Windo\ys, doors and 


*TT,;nes are' Inserted as now." 


Several of these 
concr.ete . houses 


have .been ornamented in a novel way 
by sculptor friends of 
the 
owners. 


The material is almost as soft as clay 
when first put up. It can readily' be 
modeled into faces, figures, scroll work 
or any kind of 
designs. 
Skillfully 


done this concrete modeling gives tho 
'effect of. stone carving at 
a small 


fraction of the expense.

The new commissioner 
has

cussed his plan \yith President Roose- 
velt, who has Indorsed it heartily. It 
will not be necessary, according to 
the belief of the commissioner, to ask 
permission of congress to change the 
character of the Indian school at Car- 
lisle., as he believes he has ample au- 
thority under the present law to con- 
duct the school in such a way as to 
bring about the best results and ro 
provide for the welfare of the young 
Indians. 


Some years ago the government at- 


tempted r.o make soldiers of older In- 
dians, and for a long lime the scheme 
worked admirably. As long as there 
was work in- the field for Indians- to 
do they made -excellent soldiers. The '' 
Indian naturally is t'or.d of warfare, I 
and as long as he was given an op- ' 
portunity to follow his bent he gave 
the military authorities no trouble 
whatever and made a model soldier, 
being amenable to discipline,and was 
apparently perfectly satisfied with 
lot.

After the fighting was over, how- 


ever, army lite palled on poor -Lo, 
and as soon as he was required to 
go into camp, and to perform-the or- 
dinary and monotonous duties of the 
garrison he rebelled against authority, 
deserted from, the army, and made 
nil sorts of trouble for his superiors.
